Arson theory over 
camper van blaze 

POLICE are probing an arson attack in 
which a camper van was gutted while 
standing in the back garden of a house. A 
car was also wrecked in the blaze. 

Crews from Brierley Hill and Smethwick 
were called to the blaze in Wood Road, 
Lower Gornal around 3am on Sunday. 

Firefighters managed to stop the flames 
spreading to an outbuilding in the next 
door garden. No houses were threatened 
and crews were at the scene for 90 min¬ 
utes. 

Deb Edmonds of West Midlands Police 
confirmed it was being treated as arson.

POLICE have spent more than 
£400,000 on managing far- 
right marches in Dudley, with 
almost £60,000 spent on the 
latest protest. 

Around 200 protesters from All 
Football Fans/Firms Against Isla- 
misation (AFFFAI) were ushered by 
officers as they marched through the 
town centre on June 13 - the third 
protest this year over plans for a new 
mosque. 

The cost to West Midlands Police stands at 
£59,900 with a possibility of further costs yet 
to be added to the bill. 

It has also been revealed a march by Britain 
First in Dudley in May cost the force £33,800 
with the majority of money spent on paying 
officers’ overtime. Other costs included paying 
for supplies and vehicles. 

In February a march by the EDL cost 
£321,000 to police - bringing the total bill for 
all three to £414,700. 

Richard Costello, spokesman for West Mid¬ 
lands police and crime commissioner, David 
Jamieson, said managing the protesters pulled 
resources from neighbourhood policing. 

Efforts 

“As well as the monetary cost of these pro¬ 
tests there is a huge cost to local policing,” he 
said. “The protests in Dudley mean that police 
have to focus their efforts there instead of on 
local policing in the West Midlands and the rest 
of Dudley. 

“Ordinary people in Dudley are clearly weary 
of these constant protests and are fed-up with 
the effect they are having on their local polic¬ 
ing. We would much rather that this money 
was spent on other things, but we have no 
choice other than to facilitate protests that are 
peaceful. 

“We are pleased that costs have gone down, 
but would much rather that we didn’t have to 
spend the money at all.” 

The latest figures, published in response to a 
Freedom of Information request, add to the spi¬ 
ralling spending surrounding plans for a new 
mosque on land off Hall Street. 

The overall bill now tops £1.8 million when 
including costs for two EDL rallies in 2010 and 
legal fees paid out by Dudley Council and the 
Dudley Muslim Association (DMA). 

This year alone the council spent £45,000 on 
security and clearing up after the three pro¬ 
tests in the town. 

Another march has been planned for Sep¬ 
tember 12 by organisers of the AFFFAI march 
operating under a new name, United Against 
Islamisation. 

Meanwhile Dudley Council and the DMA are 
set to return to court in October after council 
bosses rejected a £325,000 out-of-court settle¬ 
ment offer earlier this month.

Her 16-year-old triplets, Joshua, Robert 
and Olivia landed an astonishing 29 A* grades 
between them in this year’s exams, with six A 
grades thrown in for good measure. 

“It still hasn’t sunk in really,” said Kate, 
from Milking Bank, Dudley. 

“It’s been a bit nerve-wracking over the 
last few weeks, worrying that maybe one of 


them wouldn’t do so well. Thankfully they’ve 
all got fantastic results.” 

Wolverhampton Girls’ High pupil Olivia 
scored a full house of 12 A* grades. She now 
plans to stay on at the school’s sixth form. 

Keen Manchester United supporters 
Joshua and Robert both attended Ellowes 
Hall Sports College in Dudley. 

Joshua achieved nine A* grades and two 
As, while his brother got eight A* grades and 
four As. 

They both plan to study A-levels at King 
Edward VI College, Stourbridge, from next 


month. Kate, a teaching assistant at Milking 
Bank Primary, said a healthy competition had 
built up between the siblings in recent weeks. 

“They have all worked exceptionally hard 
over the last two years, both in the classroom 
and at home,” she said. 

“The competition really bubbled over while 
they were waiting for their results ” 

Robert has already achieved a B grade at 
maths A-level, having taken the exam two 
years ago, while Joshua passed his AS level 
maths a year early.

Firms from across the globe, includ¬ 
ing China, France, Italy, Canada and 


the USA, took part. The competition is 
held in a specially-built stadium at La 
Ronde amusement park in Montreal and 
around 50,000 people attended. 

Jubilee has previously won first prize 
in other international competitions in 
the Philippines, Monaco, and Hanover.

Pearce said the firm was delighted to 
have achieved the accolade.

A NEW restaurant chain is to 
open its first outlet in the West 
Midlands creating 60 jobs at 
the site of a well-known former 
nightspot. 

The Kingfisher club, in Wall Heath, 
which once hosted The Drifters and 
Jimi Hendrix, closed earlier this 
month following a fall in customers. 

Hickory’s Smokehouse, a growing res¬ 
taurant chain in the north west of England 
and in Wales has revealed plans to take 
over the club. 

Work is already getting under way to 
transform the club, off Kidderminster 
Road, near Kingswinford. It is hoped the 
venue would be open this autumn. 

Jobs are being created for managers, 
chefs, bartenders, hosts and servers. 

Hickory’s Smokehouse spokesman Jen¬ 
nie Grimes said workers were already on 
9,500 sq ft site beginning the transforma¬ 
tion. 

She added: “We are absolutely delighted 
to be announcing our new home here in the 
West Midlands.” 

Novice 

She added: “If you are enjoy hospitality 
and are looking for you next big challenge 
or just an enthusiastic novice who is eager 
to learn we want to hear from you.” 

The Smokehouse group already has 
restaurants in Chester, Wirral and North 
Wales 

As a cabaret venue, the Kingfisher at¬ 
tracted Bob Monkhouse, Frank Carson and 
Bernard Manning. Other acts to grace the 
stage through the years have included The 
Suprernes, Gerry and Pacemakers and Joe 
Longthorne. 

The country club, hotel and gym at the 
site are not affected by the sale. The venue 
bowed out with a 1980s-themed party. Ten 
staff were made redundant. 

The Kingfisher Country Club itself was 
built in the 1930s when it was known as 
the Kingfisher Lido, where it housed the 
only Olympic sized swimming pool outside 
of London. 

Director David Facer, who took over run¬ 
ning the venue in May 2013, said the venue 
had been hit during trading last summer 
with numerous other clubs in opening in 
Stourbridge and Wolverhampton.

Images put 
online by ex 
in revenge 
porn attack 

A MAN has admitted changing his 
ex-girlfriend’s Facebook profile picture 
to a graphic image taken while they 
were in a relationship. 

Samuel Bishop even sent the ‘revenge 
porn’ to other users on the global social 
networking website, Dudley Magistrates 
Court heard. 

The 29-year-old of Hamilton Drive, 
Wordsley, pleaded guilty to two counts 
of disclosing private sexual photographs 
with intent to cause distress. He will be 
sentenced on September 10. 

Prosecuting, Chris Coughlan, said the 
25-year-old victim had shared the photo¬ 
graph with Bishop while the pair were in 
a relationship. 

Mr Coughlan said the image, uploaded 
to Facebook on May 22, was ‘about as 
private as it gets’ and added Bishop had 
committed a hideous crime. 

The court heard Bishop had no previ¬ 
ous convictions of a similar nature. 

Defending, Mrs Katherine Maynereid, 
said her client had an issue with alcohol 
and drink was involved when he posted 
the image. 

She added Bishop, who appeared in 
court wearing a white polo shirt with a 
checked collar, was extremely remorse¬ 
ful and was trying to seek help for his 
alcohol problems. 

Bishop was granted conditional bail 
and told he must have no contact by any 
means with the victim. He will appear at 
Dudley Magistrates Court on September 
10 for sentencing. 

Mr Coughlan said there would be an 
application for a restraining order.

Father sent 
to jail for 
injuries to 
daughter 

A DUDLEY father has been jailed 
for 44 months after his 12-week-old 
daughter was found to have suffered 
multiple fractures. 

The 24-year-old, who cannot be 
named, admitted allowing the baby 
to suffer serious physical harm. The 
child’s mother, 21, pleaded guilty to 
the same charge but was bailed until 
October 5 for a social services report. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
the 84-day-old baby had been rushed 
to the emergency department at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital on May 18 2013 as 
she was not breathing properly. 

Miss Sally Hancox, prosecuting, 
said the child had bruising on its face 
and there was dried blood near her 
left nostril. Further tests revealed a 
number of bone fractures. 

In his basis of plea, the father ac¬ 
cepted he was responsible for some 
of the injuries but maintained his ac¬ 
tions had not been deliberate. But he 
admitted his handling of the baby had 
been ‘rough at times.’ 

The mother admitted the charge on 
the basis she should have done more 
to protect her baby from her ‘violent 
and controlling’ partner. 

Mr Simon Rippon, defending the 
mother, said she had been beaten up 
by the father shortly after their baby 
was taken to the hospital. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending the fa¬ 
ther, said: “He lacks the skills to be an 
effective parent.” 

Judge Martin Walsh was told the 
baby and the couple’s other child were 
expected to be put up for adoption.

Canals offering a different path 



Making most use of the canals 


MILES of canal footpaths can play 
a major role in the West Midlands’ 
transport plans, according to the 
head of the organisation that looks 
after the waterways in the region. 

Opening them up to cyclists and 
walkers would help improve the 
transport infrastructure, said Peter 
Mathews, chairman of the Canal & 
River Trust’s Partnership in the West 
Midlands. 

The trust safeguards 350km of wa¬ 
terways in the West Midlands as well 
as caring for a large collection of listed 
structures and many important wild¬ 


life sites. Mr Mathews said: “We do 
need to create more awareness of the 
canal network in the West Midlands 
and with £6 million from the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport we have a scheme 
in place to transform access to the ca¬ 
nals for thousands of people. 

“This is a huge task because parts 
of the canal network are over 250 
years old. However, we can make 
them better places for leisure as well 
as linking with organisations and 
businesses to make them safer and 
more attractive places for all of our 
different users. 


“We are working closely with Sus- 
trans, the sustainable transport char¬ 
ity who have a base in Birmingham, 
to achieve our aspirations to encour¬ 
age people to walk and cycle more as 
a starting point for reducing motor 
traffic.” 

Yvonne Gilligan, regional director 
of Sustrans, has been appointed to the 
Trust’s West Midlands Partnership. 
She said: “More and more people in 
Birmingham see cycling and walking 
as a way to travel to and from work 
and we must ensure that their routes 
are safe and useable.” 


Borough pupils make 
the grade with GCSEs 



A NUMBER of Dudley 
schools have achieved sig¬ 
nificantly improved results in 
this year’s GCSE exams. 

Results show that some schools 
have recorded a rise in pupils 
achieving the Government bench¬ 
mark of five or more A*-C grades 
including English and maths. 

Success stories include The 
Dormston School, Sedgley, which has 
increased its pass rate by 10 per cent, 
as has Leasowes Community College. 

Holly Hall Academy has seen a nine 
per cent increase in pass rates. A total 
of 70 per cent of students at Bishop 
Milner Catholic College achieved five 
or more A* -C grades including Eng¬ 
lish and maths. 

Acting principal Richard May said: 
“It is testament to of the hard work of 
students, staff and support from their 
parents.” 

Commitment 

Oldswinford Hospital School in 
Stourbridge saw 89.4 per cent of 
students achieving A*-C grades in 
five or more subjects, with 81.8 per 
cent achieving the same feat includ¬ 
ing English and maths. Headmaster 
Paul Kilbride said: “These results are 
well-deserved. As a year group, they 
have had a wonderful spirit, drive and 
character.” 

Councillor Ian Cooper, Dudley 
Council’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “We would like 
to congratulate all pupils who have 
received their results.” 

Elsewhere in the Black Country, 
Walsall saw some excellent results for 
students after the GCSE grades were 
released last week. 

More than 20 per cent of youngsters 
from Aldridge School landed at least 
three A* or A grades, while 10 stu¬ 
dents achieved 10 or more A* or As. 

The number who achieved A*-C in 
English/maths topped 60 per cent. 

There was a stand-out performer at 
the Q3 Academy in Great Barr. Lewis 
Bradbury scored seven A grades and 
four Bs during a year when he also 


landed medals in a number of interna¬ 
tional karate competitions. 

GCSE pass rates were up across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire as 
more than two thirds of exams were 
marked with the the top A*-C grades. 

A total of 521,931 GCSEs were 
taken in the West Midlands this year 
- 5.4 per cent of which were awarded 
A* and 13 per cent an A. 

There was a slight increase in the 
number of exams graded between 
A*-C, the 66.9 per cent figures mark¬ 
ing a rise of 0.2 per cent on 2014. 

But the number of GCSEs graded 
at either A* or A fell by 0.3 per cent 
this year. In Sandwell, council bosses 


hailed ‘some great results’ at schools 
across the borough. 

Results improved for the third year 
running at Ormiston Forge Acad¬ 
emy, Cradley Heath, where students 
achieved a 51 per cent pass rate at 
A*-C, including English and maths. 

Two years ago this figure was 44 per 
cent and last year it was 47 per cent. 

Principal Andrew Burns said: “I’m 
delighted with the results this year, 
above all they show we are making 
consistent progress and building on 
solid foundations.” 

Gurjivan Singh was the stand-out 
performer with 12 A* grades and a B. 

At Sandwell Academy, students 


achieved 81 per cent A*-C grades, with 
85 per cent gaining an A* -C grade in 
maths. All students achieved at least 
one A*-C qualification, with 89 per 
cent achieving five or more. 

In Wolverhampton, Moseley Park 
School in Bilston continued its re¬ 
markable rate of improvement, with 
78 per cent of students achieving at 
least five A*-C grades, including Eng¬ 
lish and maths. Four years ago the fig¬ 
ure was just 40 per cent. 

At Wolverhampton Girls’ High 
School, 79 per cent of all entries were 
awarded A or A*, while 70 per cent of 
students achieved eight or more A* or 
A grades.

AN angry resident has launched a 
petition to stop motorists speeding 
through her village. 

Anne Salisbury, aged 66, has grown 
frustrated at seeing cars exceed the 
30mph limit in Gornal. 

She said the main problem area was 
Louise Street, from the junction of 
Summit Place to Barclays Bank and is 
calling on Dudley Council to consider 
introducing traffic-calming measures. 

She has been backed by more than 
200 people. 

The petition has now been submit¬ 
ted to the authority.

TWO crashes in just 12 hours oc¬ 
curred at the same accident blackspot 
in Stourbridge. 

Both accidents in Enville Street, 
which links the town with Wollaston, 
took place in wet conditions on the 
bend by Katie Fitzgerald’s pub. 

The first crash resulted in the blue 
Land Rover narrowly missing homes 
on the inside of the corner at around 
7.30pm last Wednesday (August 19). 

And, at around 7am the following 
day, residents reported seeing a bus 
and lorry crash as they passed each 
other.

PHEW, what a relief. The 70th anniver¬ 
sary of VJ-Day and the end of the Second 
World War passed off without hundreds of 
veterans and civilians being blown to piec¬ 
es by Islamist terrorists. As you may recall, 
before last weekend’s events it was wide¬ 
ly reported that shadowy home-grown 
bombers, inspired by Islamic State, were 
planning to plant a bomb on the route. As 
one tabloid put it: “Bomb plot:The extrem¬ 
ists aim to strike on Saturday by explod¬ 
ing a deadly pressure cooker bomb dur¬ 
ing events in Central London.”

If 
you believe such reports, usually based on 
unnamed “intelligence sources,” terrorist 
plots are foiled day after day. Now, it may 
be that our spooks and anti-terror cops are 
the finest plot-foilers in the world. But it 
sometimes strikes me as strange that very 
few burglaries, usually committed by thick¬ 
head, drug-addled teenagers, are ever 
foiled and they are rarely solved. Yet plots 
plotted by the biggest and best-funded 
terrorist organisations in history are foiled 
time after time. It is, to put it mildly, odd. 


ISN’T it odd, the things that can start a 
row?

Fresh interest shown 
in taking over theatre

NEW groups have come 
forward interested in taking 
over Dudley Hippodrome 
as fresh talks have been 
held over its future. 

Campaigners welcomed the 
news, saying it brings fresh 
hope to safeguard the 1930s 
Castle Hill building. 

Hopes appeared dashed after talks 
broke down over an £8 million deal 
pitched by Wolverhampton-based 
entertainment company The Rok 
Group. 

The deal would have seen it ac¬ 
quire, revamp and run the theatre. 

But Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome members were told of the de¬ 
velopment for three expressions of 
interest during a meeting held with 
Dudley Council leader, Councillor 
Pete Lowe. 

The interest has come from three 
individuals or organisations, which 
have not yet been revealed by the 
council. 

The nature of their offers for the 
theatre and its land has not been 
disclosed at this stage. 

Backers 

Friends group chairman Gordon 
Downing says members are happy 
that progress is being made on find¬ 
ing new backers. 

“We have always said it is not 
about us, or the council, it is about 
the theatre,” he said. 

“We just want to see the Hippo¬ 
drome up and running again. 

“I would welcome the news that 
people have coming forward show¬ 
ing interest in the Hippodrome. 

“It could be that the three parties 
are put in touch with each other to 
see if they work together.” 

He added that the friends group 
had urged the council to hold fresh 
talks with The Rok Group. 

Councillor Lowe had told a public 
meeting last month that he wanted 
a deadline of September for inter¬ 
ested parties to submit proposals for 
the under-threat site. 

Mr Downing says further discus¬ 
sions over the theatre is planned in 
the near future. 


Worker left dangling from tree 



Emergency services work to free the man from the tree 


A MAN was lucky to escape 
serious injury after been left 
dangling upside down from 
a tree. The 31-year-old tree 
surgeon fell and his leg be¬ 
came trapped between two 
branches. 

He had been cutting away 
branches with a chainsaw 
near the top of a towering 
oak tree when one of the 
branches gave way. 

Emergency services 
mounted an intricate res¬ 
cue operation following the 
incident in Stourbridge on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Fellow workers watched 
on in horror as the man 
jumped back flinging the 
chainsaw to the ground 
only for his leg to get caught 
leaving him hanging peril¬ 
ously 30ft from the ground. 

Three fire crews, para¬ 
medics, an air ambulance 
and land ambulances 
rushed to the scene at the 
end of Wrekin Drive around 
2.30pm. 

Firefighters used a hy¬ 
draulic platform to reach 
the man. When they did 
so, concerns heightened 
because there was no pulse 
in his leg which had turned 
blue. 

The casualty was given 
pain relief while delicate 
rope pulley systems were set 
up to stop the branch falling 
any further and to hold the 
man in place when he was 
suddenly released. 

He was finally freed after 
two an half hours and was 
driven by ambulance to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley 
when the injury to his leg 
was less serious than first 
feared. 

Resident Julie Maxwell 
said: “My neighbour called 
me and I just saw this 
man stuck, something had 
wedged him in.” 


Brewery's 
new outlet 
opens on 
south coast 

A BLACK Country brewery is open¬ 
ing its first pub outside the area - in 
Southampton. 

Sadler’s Ales opened a new brewery 
at Station Drive, Lye, earlier this year 
with a bar attached called Sadler’s 
Brewhouse and Bar. 

Its first Brewhouse and Barbecue is 
opening in a unit in the south coast 
city, which was occupied by Marshals 
sports bar before going into adminis¬ 
tration last month. 

The opening of the new bar will 
create eight jobs. It will offer a range 
of real ales created and brewed at Lye 
and serve American-style barbecue 
food. 

Sadler’s was originally based at 
Stourbridge and first opened in 1900, 
with its brewery supplying 12 pubs 
owned by the Sadler family. 

Brewing stopped in 1927 but the 
businesses remained in the Sadler 
family who decided to re-start brew¬ 
ing in 2004. 

The firm, which also has a brew¬ 
ery at the Windsor Castle, Lye, will 
offer nine cask ales at the new outlet 
in Southampton and a range of craft 
beers on draught and some of the bot¬ 
tled beers brewed by the firm. 

Sadler’s managing director Chris 
Sadler, the fifth generation of brew¬ 
ers in his family, said: “We are very 
excited with this unique opportunity 
to expand our portfolio and we see 
Southampton as the first step on the 
way to gaining a foothold in the south 
of England.” 

Sadler’s has also started tours of its 
new brewery for real ale enthusiasts. 

Services marks 
Battle of Britain 

A PARADE and church service will 
commemorate the 75th anniversary 
of the Battle of Britain in Dudley. 

The September 20 event will pay 
tribute to those who fought and died 
during the Second World War battle. 

Six squadrons of the Air Training 
Corps will parade through the town 
just before 11am to St Thomas and St 
Luke Church, in High Street. 

The service, officiated by Reverend 
Canon Andrew Wickens, takes place 
at 11.30am and will be attended by 
veterans, civic guests and the public. 

After the service, there will be a pa¬ 
rade past the council house in Priory 
Road, where the salute will be taken. 

The parade will end at the cenotaph 
in Ednam Road, with a short service 
to include a moment of silence and 
laying of wreaths. 

Nightclub to open at 
former music venue 

A NEW nightclub is to open in Stour¬ 
bridge on the site of a former live mu¬ 
sic venue. 

Moochers, on the Stourbridge ring 
road, has been taken over and will 
relaunch on September 4 as Eleven.

Trust pays 
out £lOk 
as failings 
highlighted 

HEALTH bosses in Dudley had to 
pay out compensation after a series 
of failings highlighted in a Parliamen¬ 
tary and Health Service Ombudsman 
report. 

The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust paid £10,000 in compen¬ 
sation to the family of a patient who 
died in 2012 after being admitted to 
hospital with abdominal pains. 

An investigation found his death 
had been avoidable. It found failings 
in communication between staff and 
his family about his needs and treat¬ 
ment and the report said doctors 
failed to arrange daily blood tests to 
monitor his response to treatment. 

The report added: “There was no 
indication that Mr P’s condition was 
irreversible and if he had received ap¬ 
propriate medical and nursing care, 
it was more likely than not that he 
would have lived. On the balance of 
probabilities, his death was avoida¬ 
ble.” 

The NHS trust apologised for its 
failings and put together an action 
plan to bring in improvements. 

Jackie Dietrich, for the trust, said: 
“We accept that we did not, at the 
time, take into full consideration Mr 
P’s needs as a patient with learning 
disabilities.” 

Meanwhile the NHS trust which 
formerly ran Stafford Hospital paid 
out £1,000 in compensation after 
causing a patient ‘prolonged unnec¬ 
essary discomfort and suffering’ as 
her mother was left watching her die 
without an explanation of her diagno¬ 
sis or treatment.

A TALENTED teenage singer-song- 
writer is celebrating after making it 
through the first round of a national 
competition. 

Sophie Harris, a former Birming¬ 
ham Ormiston Academy pupil,who 
has just turned 16, impressed judges 
after auditioning in the Open Mic UK 
competition at the NEC on August 7. 

She said: “There are three catego¬ 
ries and I am in the under 16. There 
were about 60 people and 20 got 
through. 

“I got through with one of my own 
songs called Perfect to Me. 

“It was quite nerve-wracking be¬ 
cause you go in and there are four 
people in the room and you sing your 
song and you don’t really get any feed¬ 
back, but it is exciting.”

Pub may be replaced 
by convenience store 


A ‘POPULAR little pub’ near Tipton 
could turned into a supermarket. 

Plans have been lodged with Dudley Council 
to turn the Summer House, in Sedgley Road 
West, Woodsetton, into a Co-Op. 

Developer New River Retail said in its ap¬ 
plication the pub would be demolished and 
replaced by a 370sq m shop, with 11 parking 
spaces. 

It is the latest in a line of applications to turn 
pubs into stores, including The Maypole in 
Halesowen, the Haden Cross in Cradley Heath 
and the Seven Stars in Sedgley. 

Councillor Dean Perks, ward councillor for 
Upper Gornal and Woodsetton, said: “It’s an¬ 
other sad occasion. We’re losing so many pubs 
both across the country and locally - it’s unbe¬ 
lievable. 

“It seems to be a popular thing for super¬ 
markets to buy up public houses. It’s a popular 
little pub, a locals’ pub, and if it closes you will 
lose that tradition.” 

West Midlands MEP Bill Etheridge, a ward 
councillor for Sedgley, has fought to save other 
pubs in the local area which have been ear¬ 
marked for shops. 

This includes the Seven Stars which could be 
turned into a Morrisons. 

Plans for the much-loved pub were rejected 
by Dudley Council, but overturned on appeal 
by the Planning Inspectorate. 

Councillor Etheridge said: “We obviously 
mourn the closure of any pub and it’s becoming 
a depressing trend. 

“Independent retailers are struggling like 
hell to fight against these mini supermarkets 
and they’re the ones who are suffering.” 

A spokesman for NewRiver Retail, the 
owners of the Summerhouse pub since they 
acquired it as part of a portfolio of 202 under 
performing pubs from Marston’s in late 2013, 
said: “Our approach with pub sites where we 
are looking at new development proposals is 
always to consider first whether the pub can 
be retained. 

“In this instance, it is not possible and unfor¬ 
tunately the Summerhouse has been struggling 
as a pub business for a considerable period of 
time. 

“The proposed new convenience store will 
offer local people a modern, purpose-built local 
facility and we have been contacted with sup¬ 
port for our plans, given the lack of provision 
of stores of this type in the vicinity. 

“The new store will also offer around 20 new 
jobs with associated training opportunities.”

The Avengers, Minder and On The Buses 
all continue to pull in viewers on the nos¬ 
talgia channels for many years to come, 
emphasising just how little quality televi¬ 
sion is actually made today. 

Isn’t it depressing that while the tech¬ 
nology and special effects have come on 
in leaps and bounds, we no longer seem 
able to make a light-hearted action ad¬ 
venture series which doesn’t require an 
interest in psychology, we can’t make an 
underworld crime drama which doesn’t 
involve gratuitous violence, and nobody 
is able to come up with a sitcom about 
everyday working-class life that simply 
makes us laugh? 

These days everything has to have an 
agenda, and the budget seems to be 
spent on everything but the scriptwriters. 

Maybe we should remember that while 
MacNee, Cole and Lewis are the names 
we remember, it was Brian Clemens, 
Leon Griffiths, Ronald Chesney and Ron¬ 
ald Wolfe who were the real forces be¬ 
hind our favourite programmes. The role 
of the producer and scriptwriter is very 
under-rated.

No place like home 
as Sir Lennv returns

Sir Lenny Henry was back in 
his hometown of Dudley for the 
premiere of his new TV drama. 

CLARE BUTLER met him 


THERE’S no place like home for Sir 
Lenny. 

His beaming smile showed his joy at 
being back in the Black Country. 

Everyone knows the larger-than-life comic 
and television personality as a stand up, actor 
and the face of Comic Relief. But in Dudley, he 
is just Lenny. 

The 56-year-old father was full of life as he 
arrived in his hometown for the screening of 
his self-penned television drama Danny and 
the Human Zoo. 

But before hitting the red carpet for the 
glamorous premiere, he took a walk a down 
memory lane. 

He visited Henry Court retirement housing 
- named in memory of his mother Winifred - 
to help mark its 10th anniversary, a decade 
after he opened it. 

His smile lit up the room as he had residents 
and managers howling of laughter, swapping 
between a comedic Jamaican and Dudley ac¬ 
cent. 

Banter 

Ever the comic Lenny had the room in the 
palm of his hand as he treated guests to gags 
with his razor-sharp wit. 

Putting everyone at ease he even included 
invited guests in the fun as he encouraged the 
room to join in. 

Joking in the first opening lines of his 
speech he said: “It’s very nice to be back at 
Henry Court and to see that they’ve put the 
Hoover around! I bet they thought ‘Ooh we’ve 
got the Mayor coming, better tidy up!” 

Lenny continued to banter with mayor of 
Dudley, Councillor Steve Waltho, even com¬ 
menting on the amount of bling in the building 
as he sported his mayoral chains and the paper 
his speech was written on, saying ‘where’s the 
iPad Steve!?’ 

In fits of laughter Councillor Waltho added: 


“I think I’m going to have to throw my speech 
out the window! 

“I get a lot of people asking me whether I 
get nervous doing speeches and meeting peo¬ 
ple, but never have I been in the presence of 
global superstar before like Sir Lenny. 

“Let me just say what a privilege it is for us 
to be here today and to welcome back someone 
who has come from very humble beginnings.” 

Sir Lenny was the first child Winifred Henry 
had after moving to Britain from Jamaica. He 
was raised by Winifred and her husband Win¬ 
ston Henry, who died when the comedian was 
19. Winifred died in 1998. 

Growing up in Douglas Road near Buffery 
Park, Sir Lenny has gone on to global stardom. 
But his thoughts are never too far from home. 

“Whenever I go out and about I always try 
to represent Dudley and put a few lines in 
about the town on my stand-up shows,” he 


said. “Although it gets a bad name sometimes, 
it’s really not a bad place. On my way to get 
here driving down the high street I thought, 
there’s some great people here. 

“I actually came back to Henry Court to film 
my show Lenny’s Britain a few years ago, and 
this place represented Dudley in such a good 
light. 

“I helped out in the kitchen and went round 
to see some of the residents and had a right 
laugh - one man couldn’t hear me because of 
his hearing aid settings, so we were shouting 
at each other for a bit. 

“But I also remember a lot of very happy 
people, eating Caribbean food sitting and chat¬ 
ting away and telling stories of yesterday.” 

Henry Court is one of the association’s six 
retirement schemes. Sir Lenny opened the 
retirement housing scheme 10 years ago. It 
was named in honour of his mother, who was 


a member of the congregation of The Church 
of God of Prophecy, which founded Nehemiah 
United Churches Housing Association, which 
manages Henry Court. 

Muriel Hylton, a day resident once a week, 
was eager to get a snap with Sir Lenny after 
the celebratory cake-cutting. 

She explained how she was friends with his 
mother in her younger years. 

Sir Lenny shared a joke with Muriel before 
putting his arms around her and posing with a 
big grin for half-a-dozen photographers. 

“Lenny is lovely,” she smiled. “His mum 
would be very proud if she was here today. 
He really loves his community and it shows in 
everything he does. His mum was a lovely lady 
who always took time to help others. 

“Seeing Lenny on TV is always something 
special as it shows just how far he has come.” 

Joyce Thompson, craft activity worker at 
Henry Court, said: “I have worked here since 
it opened and it is just a vibrant place with a 
real family atmosphere. 

“Lenny’s mom would have been so inspired 
and touched if she was still with us. 

“Sometimes you find that when someone 
gets as famous as Lenny they forget their 
proper roots, but he never has and has always 
remembered to come back and visit us.” 

Laugh 

Caroline Reid, manager of Henry Court, 
said: “I personally asked Lenny to come back 
here for our birthday celebrations and he said 
of course he would. 

“When he came to film for his show a few 
years back we sat here in the office and had a 
right laugh. 

“I grew up in Dudley too and I can just tell 
that Lenny will always have that close connec¬ 
tion with the town.” 

Lenny said: “My mom was a very proud 
woman and she spent a lot of time in the com¬ 
munity and worked incredibly hard in the 
local area. 

“It was extremely touching for Henry Court 
to be named after her and I am thankful that 
her name has continued to be remembered in 
this way. 

“On every occasion I return I like to see the 
work being done here. Not only within Henry 
Court, but within Dudley as whole.”

DUDLEY Zoo has discovered its new Carpathian lynx 
twins are boys - and has named them Dante and Dakota. 

The cuddly duo were named by big cat keepers, in line 
with the tradition of all the family’s names beginning with 
the letter D. 

The pair were born to parents Daisy and Dave on May 
20 and have one-year-old siblings called Dick, Dom and 
Daphne. Neil Flockhart, senior keeper at the zoo, said the 
playful boys were having lots of fun together and entertain¬ 
ing visitors with their antics. 

He said: “The young twins see their parents and their 
brothers and sister playing on the glass pyramid in their 
enclosure and have started copying them. They absolutely 
love climbing over the glass which is a real treat for visitors 
in the viewing area.” 

Dante and Dakota were weighed and given their first in¬ 
oculations by zoo vet Peter Stewart and curator Richard 
Brown. 

The Carpathian lynx is thought to be a sub-species of 
the Eurasian lynx. These cats range from the Carpathian 
Mountains and in the Czech Republic, Hungary, Slovenia, 
Macedonia and Greece. They inhabit forested and moun¬ 
tainous areas far from human disturbance. 

Dudley Zoological Gardens, Castle Hill, opened in 1937 
and covers an area of approximately 40 acres, and is home 
to more than 1,300 animals. 


Victim run 
over in bid 
to prevent 
car-lacking 


A YOUNG woman was mown down by her 
own Ford Mondeo as she tried to stop two 
men in a violent car-jacking, a judge heard. 

The victim, in her 20s, was dragged out of the car 
by two men who had lured her to a late night meet¬ 
ing over a debt, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard.

Warned

knife and will stab you.” 

The other person went 
through her pockets until 
he found the Mondeo’s igni¬ 
tion key and the victim was 
man-handled out of the car. 

When the vehicle started 
to reverse she made a 
desperate lunge for the 
handbrake, but fell and 
was run over, escaping 
with cuts and bruises. The

men took turns to drive 
but were forced to aban¬ 
don the Mondeo after crash¬ 
ing into parked vehicles in 
Dibdale Road, Dudley.

HE’S only seven weeks old but Cec¬ 
il the stray kitten has already had 
to battle homelessness and emer¬ 
gency surgery. 

The adorable ginger tom was res¬ 
cued from the streets of Gornal by a 
family who found him hiding under 
their car in a nearly feral state. 

But shortly after the kitty was 
given shelter by the animal charity 
Raven’s Rescue, he became unwell. 

When volunteer carers took him 
to the vets an X-ray showed he had 
swallowed plastic and foam pack¬ 
aging, similar to the type used to 
wrap meat, which he had eaten 


while rummaging for food. Staff 
at Wombourne Veterinary Centre 
where the op was carried out, say 
Cecil had a lucky escape. 

Head nurse at the Rookery Road 
practice Hannah Ross said: “He’s 
doing okay after extensive surgery 
to remove all the plastic from his in¬ 
sides. An operation of this type nor¬ 
mally costs between £600 to £1,000 
at most vets.” 

Cecil is now recovering well 
after the ordeal. He was taken in 
by foster carers based in Pensnett, 
Dudley, who volunteer for Raven’s 
Rescue a national trust. 


A TEMPORARY chief officer has 
been brought in to run children 
services at Dudley Council - at a 
cost of £800 a day. 

Merlin Joseph has been taken on as in¬ 
terim chief officer for children’s services 
while the council continues its hunt for a 
permanent member of staff. 

The appointment comes as it emerged 
the authority has yet to fully address fail¬ 
ings highlighted by Ofsted. 

Dudley’s Ukip group leader has hit out 
at the high salary. But council bosses say 
children’s services are top priority. 

Dudley Council was told to make im¬ 
provements within three to six months of 
an ‘adequate’ inspection by Ofsted in 2012. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, who oversees chil¬ 
dren’s services, admitted improvements are 
yet to be fully implemented. He said pro¬ 
gress had ‘not been as quick as we would 
expect’ in tackling issues highlighted. 

UKIP group leader Paul Brothwood has 
written to Ofsted with his concerns over 
the department and has also criticised Ms 
Joseph’s pay. 

“We are paying out a lot of money and 
there are still outstanding problems from 
the Ofsted report three and a half years 
ago,” he said. 

“I will expect a massive turnaround in 
performance to ensure we get value for 
money.” 

Ms Joseph has been employed from an 
agency as chief officer to head the chil¬ 
dren’s services department on a temporary 
basis - paying £800-a-day for her services. 

Deputy Dudley Council leader Councillor 
Judy Foster, said: “The care and develop¬ 
ment of children across the borough is one 
of our top priorities and therefore it is es¬ 
sential we take our time to find the right 
person for the role of chief officer for chil¬ 
dren’s services. 

“In the meantime, we have taken on a 
highly skilled interim chief officer to drive 
forward this work and continue with our 
ambition to make this authority a national 
leader.”

A COUNCILLOR has called for action 
over the number of supermarket trol¬ 
leys dumped around a nature reserve 
in Dudley. 

Up to 15 trolleys have been scat¬ 
tered across Saltwells Nature Reserve 
at Netherton over the last couple of 
weeks. 

Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood 
Councillor Brian Cotterill said some¬ 
thing had to be done to eradicate the 
issue. 

“This is an enormous problem,” he 
said. “They should be taking this far 
more seriously as they are all over the 
nature reserve and have previously 


ane of the dumped trolleys at Saltwells 

been dumped in the nearby embank¬ 
ments and canals. We have got to do 
something about this.” 

In 2013, more than 20 trolleys were 
found scattered in about two weeks. 

Warden Stephen Rowland said: 
“These people just throw them in 
rivers and they are meshed, getting 
clogged up with leaves, creating a dam 
which could cause flooding in parts of 
Brierley Hill. 

“Wildlife gets trapped and we have 
to get into flooded culverts to get trol¬ 
leys out, which could put us all in dan¬ 
ger.” Trolleys have an estimated scrap 
value of around £3, where supermar-

kets are believed to pay around £100 
for one trolley alone. 

Neil Woodall, from Mason Metals 
Ltd in Brierley Hill, says responsible 
scrap dealers would only accept trol¬ 
leys if sellers can prove they are not 
stolen. 

A Sainsburys spokesman said: “We 
have pound coin slots fitted on our 
trolleys as an incentive for people to 
return them. We keep an eye out for 
trolleys left outside our premises and 
welcome customers letting us know 
about abandoned trolleys.” 

Asda Merry Hill said it was not 
aware of any trolleys going missing.

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Questions 
raised over 
suspect's 
cell death 


THE man accused of bludgeoning a Black 
Country pensioner to death with a saucepan 
may have been segregated from other in¬ 
mates before being found dead in his prison 
cell. 

Leo Barnes was discovered hanging in his cell by 
prison officers at HMP Hewell in Redditch in Jan¬ 
uary. 

He was accused of bat¬ 
tering 80-year-old grand¬ 
mother Cynthia Beamond 
to death at her Halesowen 
home before killing Philip 
Silverstone in London the 
next day. 

He had been on trial over 
the deaths at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court a week be¬ 
fore being found dead. 

A pre-inquest review into 
Barnes’ death at Worces¬ 
tershire Coroner’s Court in 
Stourport raised questions 
about how he was managed 
at HMP Hewell prior his 
death. 

Coroner Geraint Williams 
said: “I need to know more 
about the management of 
Mr Barnes before the turn 
of the year, from when he 
was incarcerated, dealing 
with his time in the segre¬ 
gation unit.

“There are issues there 
that need to be explored.” 

Prison bosses will be 
questioned at a full inquest 
hearing in January, which is 
likely to last for six days. 

The prison’s head of secu¬ 
rity will also be questioned. 

Mr Williams asked for 
medical and prisoner escort 
records to be presented to 
him before the full inquest. 

Barnes, 33, from Balsall 
Heath, Birmingham, had 
given evidence in court just 
days before he died. He had 
denied two counts of mur¬ 
der. 

Before his death, the court 
heard how Barnes knew Mrs 
Beamond growing up as she 
lived on the same road as 
his grandparents. He was 
alleged to have killed her in 
her home. 

The pensioner was found 
dead in her garage after her 
family grew concerned that 
they could not contact her

and reported her missing. 
He was then said to have 
travelled to London and 
killed Mr Silverstone, who 
was 67 and a former next 
door neighbour. 

Following Barnes’ death, 
Mrs Beamond’s daughter 
Beverley Hadley said: “We 
are devastated the man we 
believe is responsible for the 
brutal murder of my beloved 
mum is not going to face 
justice for this horrendous 
crime.” 

Mr Williams adjourned 
the hearing ahead of a full 
inquest to take place, start¬ 
ing on January 11.

Future looks bright 
as church turns 175 


A HISTORIC church in the 
heart of the Black Country 
has overcome a troubled re¬ 
cent past to mark 175 years 
of worship. 

A dedicated group of parishion¬ 
ers is now working to re-establish 
St John’s Church, in Kates Hill, 
Dudley, as a community focal 
point. 

The church was once home to a 
thriving congregation, but after the 
building’s condition began to deterio¬ 
rate in 2002, Worcester Diocese made 
the decision to close the Victorian 
church for good. 

The once-proud building fell into 
disrepair and its fate seemed sealed 
when it was earmarked for demolition. 

The outlook was grim, but 13 
years on, the future is finally looking 
brighter for the church in its anniver¬ 
sary year - thanks to the volunteers, 
determined to preserve the building. 

A group working to save St Johns 
was established in 2007 and since then

has worked tirelessly to raise enough 
money to save the site. 

Although the building was deemed 
unsafe in 2002 after structural prob¬ 
lems were identified more recent 
surveys have found it’s in a better con¬ 
dition than originally thought. 

The building was granted Grade II 
listed status in 2009 and the following 
year the preservation group upped its 
fundraising activities by setting up 
a stall on Dudley Market, bringing 
in up to £200 a week. The operation 
has now moved into a former charity 
shop, in Highview Street, Kates Hill, 
where it continue to raise funds for the 
church’s refurbishment and re-open¬ 
ing. 

Earlier this year the group gained 
permission to take over the Listed 
building and re-open it for Christian 
worship, tourism and community use. 

As of June this year the group’s re¬ 


serve funds were just under £20,000 
with ready finances standing at 
around £17,000. 

Members want to keep the church as 
unaltered as possible, but will restore 
some of the old features. 

Preservation group treasurer Keith 
Jefferies said: “Once we get the keys 
we want to start restoration as soon as 
possible, I believe a lot of plaster has 
come off the walls and things like that. 
We want it back to its former glory.” 

The group also hopes to eventually 
reinstall some of the historic items 
such as the windows, plaques, altar 
and worship artefacts, which were 
taken out of the church when it closed. 

Deb Brownlee, of St Johns Church 
Preservation Group, said: “We had 
hoped the church would be up and 
running by now but due to some legal 
circumstances we’ve had to take our 
time. 

“We are getting there bit by bit 
and the future certainly looks a lot 
brighter. We have ploughed away at all 
this for over eight years, and we aren’t 
going to give up now.”

Counterfeit trader must 
pay back £69,000 gains 


A BLACK Country trader who 
pocketed nearly £70,000 by sell¬ 
ing counterfeit DVDs over the in¬ 
ternet has been ordered to pay 
back all the money. 

Simon Newby, who was director at 
Sinew Enterprises Ltd, benefited to 
the tune of £69,521, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The 33-year-old, from Bickon Drive, 
Quarry Bank, has been ordered to pay back 
the full amount within three months or face 
a two-year prison sentence. Recorder Nigel 
Baker QC made the confiscation order dur¬ 
ing a proceeds of crime hearing. 

Newby pleaded guilty to 28 offences 
under the Trademarks Act and was jailed 
for 16-months in June 2014. 

Raids had been carried out by Dudley 
Trading Standards at his business premises 
in Dudley Road, Brierley Hill, and at home. 
Burning towers, computers, printers and 
1,800 counterfeit DVDs were seized. 

Legitimate 

At the time, the court was told Newby 
had originally set up a legitimate business 
selling car cleaning chemicals. But the prof¬ 
its from selling the DVDs had become so 
great they overtook the legitimate business. 

Newby used false names when setting up 
websites and accounts, which he claimed 
was done to stop junk mail. The DVDs were 
sold between October 2008 and April 2010. 

Newby admitted seven counts of applying 
a sign identical to a registered trademark 
and a further seven counts of selling items 
with a sign which could be mistaken for a 
registered trademark. The remaining 14 
counts were possession of goods with a sign 
identical to a registered trademark. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on behalf 
of Dudley Council, said: “The defendant 
benefited from his criminal conduct to 
the sum of £69,521 and that is exactly the 
amount available to him.” 

Mr Simon Williams, defending, requested 
his client be given the full three months to 
pay it back.

Breaking his silence on the race to 
replace Ed Miliband, the only ‘new’ 
Labour MP for Wolverhampton or the 
wider Black Country decided to sup¬ 
port Andy Burnham. 

But in a blog post he was hardly en¬ 
thusiastic about any of the four people 
who are currently canvassing for votes 
not just from Labour members but 
from the many ‘registered supporters’ 
who get a say over the future of the 
party for a mere three quid. 

Inspire 

With the forensic analysis of a so¬ 
licitor (for this is what Mr Marris was 
before becoming an MP) he explains 
Labour’s problem in reasoned, logical 
terms: “It seems to me that some of 
them are unlikely ever to inspire the 
wider electorate. 

“None of the candidates has ever 
had for any length of time what many 
constituents would call a real job - it’s 
all been in and around the Westmin¬ 
ster bubble - and that critique in¬ 
cludes Jeremy Corbyn (for whom I am 
not voting) and Andy Burnham (for 
whom I am).” 

The Wolverhampton South West 
MP bucked the trend at the election 
by unseating a Tory, the same one who 
unseated him five years earlier.

He goes on to endorse shadow 
health secretary Mr Burnham as the 
one with the chance to grow the appeal 
of Labour and praises his willingness 
to ‘risk the ire of the right-wingers’. 

If the 1983 election manifesto was 
the ‘longest suicide note in history’, 
this drawn out contest may well be, 
as others have already punned, the 
longest suicide vote. 

The deep fear of other Labour MPs 
is that he will never win over the ‘shy 
Tories’, the ones who did not vote 
for David Cameron’s Conservatives 
with any great enthusiasm, but did 
so because they saw his party as the 
most competent and the safest pair of 
hands for the economy. 

Labour does not have a divine right 
to be a party of government. Indeed it 
does not have a divine right to exist at 
all, requiring the backing of the elec¬ 


torate to have enough MPs either to 
govern or to oppose. 

The Liberal Democrats have seen 
how quickly they can go from a party 
of power to one of near oblivion, of al¬ 
most shouting through the letterbox 
of Downing Street when once they 
would have sat around its cabinet 
table. 

The Corbyn voters, whether dyed 
in the wool Labour members or those 
who have signed up for £3, seem to be 
backing him with a sense of hope and 
optimism about what they perceive to 
be a new direction for the party. 

Indeed his campaign represents, 
for his backers, a new lease of life for 
socialism. For many other party sup¬ 
porters, however, hearts are not filled 
with hope but they carry a certain 
heaviness. They fear the party of op¬ 
position may be in terminal decline.

Place to be for great pub grub 


NOTHING stands still for long 
these days. Even pubs, seen by 
many as part of the very fabric of 
traditional British culture, have 
seen a huge shift in their role in 
our lives. 

The local boozer with its red flock stools, 
sticky bar mats, cheese and onion crisps 
and a low-hanging smog of exhaled smoke, 
are a thing of the past. 

Many of those which have survived have 
moved towards becoming increasingly fam¬ 
ily-friendly places and have gone down 
the route of offering the peckish customer 
more than just a ham sandwich or a packet 
of scratchings. And one pub I’ve watched 
move with times is The Oddfellows at 
Compton. 

Outside, the imposing building looks 
quite different with a subdued grey-green 
paint job giving it a more shabby-chic look, 
which some of my girlfriends had previously 
commented they weren’t sure of, whilst my 
teenage daughter said she thought it looked 
great. So I’ll take it from that that it’s an 
improvement. As we walked up the steps

and under the distinctive canopy which 
runs round much of the outside of the pub, 
a chalkboard declares that Mark and his 
team welcomed us. And both times, when 
I came in to book and then when we came 
to dine we were greeted within less than a 
minute. 

And the efficient service continued as 
Amy, our waitress, arrived with a smile and 
the offer of a drink just as we had settled 
into our seats. 

The pub has pretty much retained the 
same layout as before although the bar now 
has an added section containing the new 
rotisserie. The decor too has been given a 
facelift. Last time we were here there was a 
build-a-burger option which my son remem¬ 
bered fondly, not least because it gave him 
the chance to add his favourite food, bacon. 
This time we decided to share a classic 
combo, with its onion rings, breaded mush¬ 
rooms, garlic bread, spicy wedges barbecue 
sauce and soured cream, while the little 
man, who recently has lost his own appe¬ 
tite and found a horse’s, claimed a starter 


of his own and went for the cheese nachos. 
These came with salsa, guacamole soured 
cream and, of course, cheese. The sliced red 
chillis on top proved a bit too much for him 
so, dad with stepped in to ensure nothing 
went to waste. 

We devoured our own combo which hand¬ 
ily came in portions easily divisible by three 
and proved just the right amount to set us 
up for our mains. 

We’d been quite torn about what to 
choose as the menu ranges from the clas¬ 
sics, or Oddfellows Regulars. 

The little man remained true to form 
and went for one of the gourmet burgers, 
namely the Yee-ha! Burger, a spicy combi¬ 
nation of pulled pork and beef chilli with 
Monterrey Jack cheese. 

There’s an option to add bits and bobs 
including bacon and French brie but the he 
decided against this, which turned out to be 
a good decision as his portion, served with 
skins-on chips, coleslaw and onion rings 
almost proved too much. But dad again 
stepped up to the plate. 

I decided to go for something a lit¬ 
tle lighter and had the succulent Cajun 
Salmon which had a nice kick of spice and 


came with buttery new potatoes and salad. 
My husband decided to give the rotisserie 
a try and had the Bourbon Apple Chicken. 
The half chicken portion came smothered 
in a moreish sticky chilli barbecue sauce, 
served up with buttered corn and coleslaw 
and fries. 

Our daughter also sampled what the 
rotisserie had to offer with the Two Way 
Chicken Burger with a tasty Thai sweet 
chilli marinade option, again served with 
fries, slaw and onion rings. And like the rest 
of us, she happily cleared her plate. 

But we weren’t done for yet and plumped 
for puddings. Again I opted for a slightly 
lighter selection with a zingy Sicilian lemon 
tart, although I must admit I was coveting 
the little man’s melt-in-the-middle choc¬ 
olate pudding, which tasted as yummy as 
it looked. And I also tried a corner of the 
husband’s ginger cheesecake which was a 
really lovely thing. 

And so was our meal. Well cooked food 
in friendly surroundings and a menu which 
offers plenty of choice. Judging on how busy 
it always seems to be The Oddfellows is cer¬ 
tainly hitting the mark.

pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius. 

Among the other Proms highlights up 
for discussion tonight are Bach’s solo 


violin works, which were performed so 
memorably by violinist Alina Ibragimova 
at the end of July. 

Katie, Chi-Chi and Roderick also look 
back on the National Youth Orchestra’s 
annual visit to the Proms a fortnight 
ago where they focused on Mahler’s 
bitterly beautiful Ninth Symphony. 

Their concert also opened with the 
world premiere of Tansy Davies’s 
Re-greening, a celebration of spring 
written specially as a complement to 
Mahler’s aforementioned work. 

Finally, there is footage and 
discussion of Daniel Barenboim’s West- 
Eastern Divan Orchestra, who 
performed at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday in a concert that was 
broadcast last night on BBC4. 

Barenboim took to the piano to play 
a trio of challenging pieces 
- Beethoven’s Triple Concerto, 
Schoenberg’s Chamber Symphony 
and Tchaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony. 

And if all that wasn’t enough, David 
Owen Norris once again gets ‘Inside 
the Score’ - delving deeper into the 
some of the music heard at the 121st 
season of the Proms.

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Tiger Sport earns its stripes 


By John Griffiths 

In the world of motorcycling 
where twins and four-cylinder 
engines generally hold sway, it’s 
nice to see a British-built triple 
making inroads. 

Triumph has dared to be different 
with its now trademark three-cylinder 
machines, from the 675cc Street Triple 
to the big 1215cc Explorer. 

Then there’s the Tiger. While Tigers are 
generally solitary creatures, Triumph has 
several in its menagerie which come in dif¬ 
ferent forms, some more biased towards 
on-road riding rather than the occasional 
foray into the forests. 

Most have an 800cc engine, but for those 
who want a big cat with even bigger teeth 
there’s the 1,050cc Tiger Sport. Not only 
does it have the sort of performance which 
puts it in the sports category, it is also ca¬ 
pable of easily handling two-up riding plus 
panniers carrying up to 220kg. 

With its generous ground clearance it 
looks like an ‘adventure’ bike like its fellow 
Tigers, but in truth it’s likely more buyers 
would see this as the consummate go-an- 
ywhere tourer. It seems Triumph acknowl¬ 
edge this too, as the last redesign involved 
a raft of measures aimed at making it more 
comfortable for the long-distance rider, with 
improved road manners. 

Oh, and they gave it more power and 
torque, too: up from 111 to 123bhp with a 
healthy 104Nm of torque at a relatively low 
(in bike terms) engine speed of 4,300rpm. 

Yes its quick: even with me on board the 
power-to-weight ratio is something like 3kg 
per bhp. It also means the bike never seems 


stretched - explaining the near 60mpg aver¬ 
age I achieved. 

The tank holds 20 litres of fuel, giving up 
a theoretical range of well in excess of 200 
miles (depending on traffic and riding style, 
of course). But it’s also about the way the 
big, fuel-injected triple delivers. 

You don’t need to strain your toes go¬ 
ing up and down the slick, six-speed gear¬ 
box. Once rolling you can whisper through 
speed-restricted villages in fifth or even sixth, 
and rarely need to downshift to take an over¬ 
taking opportunity. 

Snarling 

The almost lazy thump, thump, thump, on 
tick-over soon gives way to a sewing-ma¬ 
chine smooth mid-range and a snarling top 
end (if you ever need to use anything like 
maximum revs). 

It is a tall machine, but the latest Tiger 
Sport now has a narrower, lower seat which 
makes it a better proposition for those like 
me with shorter legs. 

The handlebars are also neared to the rid¬ 
er, with footpegs set slightly more forward, 
so you have a ‘command’ riding position for 
excellent visibility which is also comfortable 
on long journeys. It certainly proved so for 
me on a 200-mile excursion along some of 
the finest Welsh roads. 

While not quite a ‘bikini’ fairing, the aer¬ 
odynamic binnacle containing the two 
headlamps and the fixed-screen mounting 
worked well for my size and riding position: 
no buffeting but enough cooling air (some¬ 
thing I appreciate on a hot day in full kit). 

It still has the long travel suspension of 
the adventure Tiger, but with a longer swing 
arm and stiffer damper settings more suited 
to the road than dirt tracks. If you’re used to 
sports bike, it does feel different but neither

this nor the bike’s height seem to compro¬ 
mise its cornering ability. 

This new set-up, and a revised chassis, 
contribute to its ability to continue to per¬ 
form and handle even with the extra load 
of a pillion passenger and luggage - the 
essence of a good touring machine. 

A big digital speed readout helps to 
keep you legal, and alongside that is a 
comprehensive fuel, temperature and trip 
meter (including a ‘miles to empty’ feature) 
and tyre pressure warning. 


At £9,899, the Tiger Sport is very well 
positioned in price and performance terms 
alongside the competition. 

It has grown and developed out of ma¬ 
chines such as the 955i and the previous 
Tiger 1050, becoming a highly competent 
all-rounder, with punchier performance, 
new levels of comfort and improved han¬ 
dling. It widens the options and appeal 
of the Tiger range, at a time when adven¬ 
ture-styled machines are still among the 
most popular with riders.

A subtle 
makeover 
for BMW’s 
3

It’s that time again, when all the compact 
premium saloon rivals bring out their new, 
improved weapons. Ready yourself for the 
crowd’s favourite - the BMW 3 Series. 

Listen carefully, because the new bits of the 3 Se¬ 
ries may not be obvious. This is a mid-life lift rather 
than a brand-new car, so from the outside there are 
resculpted bumpers, new lights - including LED day¬ 
time running lights and tail lights - plus new exhaust 
pipes, depending on your engine. Inside, there’s new 
cabin materials and some new equipment, but under 
the skin there’s some new engines, plus revised sus¬ 
pension and steering, all designed to keep it on top 
of the dynamic tree. 

At first glance, you’re unlikely to notice it’s a 2015 3 Series 
that’s just barged in front of the traffic queue; this is a very 
subtle makeover. The front bumper has wider vents under¬ 
neath, the rearranged headlights are also designed to give 
the car greater width on the road, and the rear LED lights are 
certainly smarter. This is still a car that looks best with the 
right wheel and colour combination, and effectively looks 
like all the other 3 Series models already on the road - but 
that’s not necessarily a bad thing. 

There’s no more space in the new 3 Series than there 
was before, but for a car of this size, it copes with people 
and their luggage well. Front seat passengers are best ca¬ 
tered for, with head and legroom a little more restricted in 
the rear, although normal-sized adults will be comfortable. 
One small, if notable improvement, is the new cup holder 
ahead of the gear lever, which is more substantial than be¬ 
fore. The boot remains a useful 480 litres and is easily ac¬ 
cessed through a decent aperture. 

Although there are several new engines in the range, the 
only examples available to drive were 340i models, which 
gets a new 3.0-litre twin turbocharged six-cylinder unit. With 
322bhp available, as well as a 332lb/ft of torque, there’s no 
doubt it is absurdly fast; 0-62mph takes 5.1 seconds, which 
is as quick as an M3 from 10 years ago. Match it with im¬ 
pressive automatic transmission and you get quick shifts 
when required, and smoothness when you’re not in a hurry, 
it’s also more economical. 

Responsive 

The steering and suspension changes have come about 
thanks to improved body mountings, allowing stiffer settings 
for the dampers and springs, without the ride quality suffer¬ 
ing. This particular model had adaptive damping and steer¬ 
ing too, but it remains a fun and responsive sports saloon 
to drive, although more humble models may offer better 
handling. 

As part of the changes for 2015, all 3 Series models now 
get the basic satellite navigation system as well as BMW’s 
emergency on-call service: if you have an accident where 
the airbags are deployed, the car will automatically call for 
assistance. 

The entry SE model gets 17in alloy wheels, air condition¬ 
ing, Bluetooth, DAB and cruise control, while this near top- 
spec 340i comes in M Sport guise only. Some of the options 
are on the pricey side, but the general equipment level is 
good value. 

The chances of you buying a 3 Series are pretty high. 
It’s featured in the list of top-10 best-sellers in the UK for 
several years on the spin for a variety of reasons. The BMW 
badge is one of course, as is its reputation for being a driv¬ 
er’s car, which still holds true. It appeals to young, thrusting 
executives, the young and the old and anyone looking for a 
little bit of flash in their lives. That it has become ubiquitous, 
hasn’t hurt its chances either, so expect to see a lot more 
new ones. 

This car summed up in a single word: German. 

If this car was a: kitchen appliance, it would be one of 
those shiny chrome toasters that will toast eight slices of 
bread and buy flowers for your mother with ruthless efficien¬ 
cy.

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Cactus and Grand Picasso 


Citroen has shaken things up 
in the family car sector with the 
new Citroen C4 Cactus which 
looks unlike any other vehicle on 
the roads thanks to its ‘Airbump’ 
side cladding and a whole host 
of other bold details. 

These ‘Airbumps’ on the side of the 
C4 Cactus are thermoplastic polyure¬ 
thane mouldings which have air cap¬ 
sules inside to help absorb car park 
scrapes and nudges. They look pretty 
cool, as indeed does the rest of the C4 
Cactus. 

There’s a lot to take in. The cabin has 
received a lot of design effort. Everything 
feels soft and relaxing, with squidgy seats 
and a simplified dash that features a touch 
screen to house most of the minor controls. 
In an industry first, the passenger airbag 
is housed in the roof, freeing up the dash 




area to feel lighter and airier. The front seat 
is bench-like but only seats two and cost and 
weight has been taken out of the rear with 
the simple, non-split rear seat and the basic 
front-hinged rear windows. 

The C4 Cactus is offered with four efficient 
powertrains, three petrol and a BlueHDi 100 
diesel variant. Engines are mated to either 
five-speed manual or five or six-speed ETG 
(Efficient Tronic Gearbox) transmissions. 
There’s even a VED-exempt petrol version, 
the PureTech 82 S&S ETG - which emits just 
98g/km. 

The C4 Cactus looks great, it’s easy to 
drive and it’s hard to argue with something 
that puts a smile on your face yet can return 
fuel consumption figures in the nineties. An¬ 
ything that makes frugality a little more fun 
is to be welcomed and there’s definitely a 
place for the C4 Cactus in a congested auto¬ 
motive market. 

If you’re on the lookout for something a bit 
different but practical to use daily, it answers 
the call. 

Don’t underestimate the amount of work 
Citroen has put into making the Cactus such 
a simple pleasure. 

Need more space? How about the roomy 
Citroen Grand C4 Picasso? It barely puts a 
foot wrong. 

Yes, we’ve become a bit blase about man¬ 
ufacturer claims of how their cars are better 
to drive but more economical, compact on 
the outside and big on the inside - but just 
once in a while it’s worth looking beyond 
the headline claims and thinking about the 
lengths car makers go to make their wares 
easy to live with. 

The Grand C4 Picasso demonstrates a 
quite obsessive compulsive attention to de¬ 
tail. That’s why you get a lit compartment in 
the centre of the dashboard, which contains

a jack and a USB port, making it ideal for 

plugging in smart-phones or tablets. It’s 
why there’s a removable console between 
the driver and passenger seat on ETG6 
versions. It’s why you get easy-to-reach 
compartments under the front seats, trays 
on the front seat backs complete with LED 
lighting and storage nets, plus under-floor 
compartments in the second row of seats. 
The 2.84m wheelbase is now the longest in 
class and this means that the car can quite 
easily carry seven people when the third 
row of two folding seats is used. 


You also get a load length of up to 

2.75m with the front seats folded down flat. 
There’s also the widest boot in the catego¬ 
ry with 1.17m between the wheel arches 
and a total of 645-litres VDA (69-litres more 
than the previous generation) and over 
700-litres with row two in its forward-most 
position. 

Small things maybe, but together they 
add up. The sum total has to be one of the 
very best seven-seat MPVs on the market. 
When it comes to vehicle packaging, it’s 
smart to be square.

Yozza gets 
job done 
in Swedish 
open contest 

TIPTON’S Jamie Hughes picked 
up his fourth BDO ranking title 
overseas after taking his arrows 
all of the way in the Swedish Open 
at the weekend, writes Craig 
Birch. 

The Black Country darter was 
on target and came through eight 
matches to become the champion, 
adding to his British Pentathlon 
win in July. 

Among his other trophies 
‘Yozza’ has also claimed the Ro¬ 
mania Classic, Antwerp Open and 
Zuiderduin Masters since the start 
of last year, making his World 
Championship debut in January. 

And there’s every chance the 
29-year-old will be heading back 
to Lakeside, as his determination 
could see him continue to climb up 
the BDO rankings. 

Hughes got the job done in style, 
too, by thumping Dutchman Ryan 
De Vreede 6-1 in the final, running 
up a hundred plus average. 

A miscount in the sixth leg 
didn’t cost him, as he erroneously 
went for double eight needing 36. 
De Vreede was not on a finish, 
though, so he stepped back in on 
double 10. 

Hughes really stepped the pace 
from the last 16, whitewashing 
Belgium’s Stefan Deprez 4-0 to set 
up a meeting with Atkins. 

He avenged his defeat to Atkins 
in the Belgium Open earlier this 
month, that 4-3 disappointment 
reversed emphatically 5-2. 

His average rocketed past three 
figures from the semi-final, where 
he thrashed fellow Brit Mark Mc- 
Geeney 5-0. 

That standard was maintained 
in the final, where he claimed top 
honours.

TONY PULIS claims he ditched Sai¬ 
do Berahino from Albion’s defeat to 
Chelsea to protect him from the ef¬ 
fects of speculation as the Baggies 
await a fresh bid from Tottenham.

Horton the hero helps haul in silver 


BRIERLEY HILL table tennis star Steve 
Horton has been instrumental in getting 
England to claim a silver medal on his in¬ 
ternational debut. 

Horton, who plays for Bromley and 
Woodfield Table Tennis Club, produced a 
stellar showing at the European Veterans 
Table Tennis Championships in Leipzig, 
Germany to help England claim the run¬ 
ners-up spot in the team competition. 

The event hosted some of the finest vet¬ 
eran players in Europe who battled it out 
for four days in heat-wave conditions. 
Steve Horton with his medal The tournament started well for Eng¬ 



land with a 6-0 whitewash of Germany B 
whichwas followed by another emphatic 
6-0 victory in the quarter-final against 
Bulgaria. 

This then led to a semi-final against 
the much-fancied Czech Republic, in what 
turned out to be a thrilling contest of high 
quality table tennis. 

It could have gone either way but Eng¬ 
land managed to scrape home 4-2 to guar¬ 
antee at least a silver medal. 

Horton played a key role in this victory, 
claiming two vital wins to set up an entic¬ 
ing final against Germany on the last day. 


With the match score poised at 1-1 the 
German side then won some crucial bat¬ 
tles to triumph decisively by a 4-1 winning 
scoreline. 

Horton said: “It was a great honour and 
a great experience to represent my country 
and play against the very best in Europe in 
my age category.

THREE American Football players 
from the Black Country are aiming for 
World Championship glory after their 
success in Europe. 

Michelle Gwynne, from West Brom¬ 
wich, Vicci Rollinson, from Dudley, and 
Alice Smith, from Wolverhampton, were 
all members of the Great Britain women’s 
team which finished second at the Europe¬ 
an Championships in Spain. 

All three started off playing rugby union before 
making a successful switch to gridiron. 

Having all made a seamless transition, they 
have since become established members of the 
national side. And they are now fixing their 
sights on retaining their places in the team for 
the World Championships of 2017 in Egypt. 

GB offensive line captain Gwynne, who works 
as a senior environmental consultant for Adler & 
Allan, only took up the sport two years ago hav¬ 
ing played rugby for more than 10 years. 

Leagues 

The former Camp Hill and Moseley forward, 
who now playsfor Birmingham Lions, said: “In 
the 1980s I used to watch American Football with 
my dad every Sunday and I always wanted to play 
but there were no leagues when I was younger so 
I played rugby. 

“But one day a friend of mine said there was an 
American Football development day taking place 
in Warwickshire. I went along and never looked 
back.” 

Smith also played rugby at Camp Hill and Li¬ 
chfield before taking up football in February last 
year. 

The 34-year-old from Bushbury, who plays as 
a middle linebacker for the Lions, said: “A lot 
of my friends were already playing it and they 
kept asking me to have a go and I finally took the 
plunge one day. 

“To be honest, I had never paid any attention 
to it before - but playing rugby definitely helped 
because you are already used to tackling and 
being tackled. 

“But American Football is very strategic in 
comparison. It is like a brutal game of chess with 
human pieces.” 

Rollinson, 28, had played rugby for seven years 
prior to taking up football just 18 months ago. 


The ex-Dudley Kingswinford Vixens prop, who now 
plays nose tackle in the defensive line, said: “I didn’t 
even know there were American Football teams in this 
country before. 

“But a friend of mine had seen on Facebook that 
our local team Sandwell Steelers were holding a rookie 
camp and she just said: ‘Do you want to try it?’ 

“It was quite easy making the switch from rugby to 
American football, to be honest. 


“It is an adrenaline rush,” added Rollinson, who 
plays club football for Hertfordshire Tornadoes. 

All three have battled their way into the Great Brit¬ 
ain side, they helped spring a major surprise at the 
European Championships. Britain’s strong showing 
had not been expected by many. 

Having defeated Russia, they sprung upsets against 
second seeds Germany and Sweden before Finland 
beat them.
